KING CAROL NOT. SO 


_ BLACK AS PAINTED: 
DISCONTENT LIES DEEP 
(By Wilfrid Hindle.) . 


IGHT Rumanian army officers 
are -standing their trial in 
Bucharest to-day on a charge of 
plotting to assassinate King Carol. 

The plot (of course) is said to be 
the result of popular discontent 
Lupescu.. It is more than likely 
that ‘Mme. Lupescu’s name was 
taken as a symbol—it is the Ru- 
manian for Wolf and as such dis- 
tasteful to an aristocracy long noted 
for its strong ‘anti-Jewish  senti- 
ments, It can hardly have — been 
more than a symbol. 

Since his dramatic return from 
exile in 1930 King Caro] has been 
more monarch than Ruritanian. 
And Rumania’s present discontents 
have deeper causes than the unpopu- 
larity of a King's mistress, though 
that need not prevent her unpopu- 
larity being the spark which sets the 
flames of revolt alight. 

When King Carol I. arrived in 
Bucharest In 1866 it was a Bratianu 
who brought him. Thereafter the 
Bratianu family “dynasty” ruled 
Rumania without interruption for 
years. The present King of 
Rumania felt the effects of-Bratianu 
rule early in life. 

It was a Bratianu who, dreaming 
of a Rumania that should de a first- 
class power, arranged with Queen 
Marie that Carol should marry Prin- 
ceas Helen of Greece. It was a 
Bratianu who separated Carol, then 
Crown_Prince, from_his_morganatic 
wife, Mme. Lambrino. It was Bra- 
tianu’s agents who spled on Mme. 
Lambrino and her young son when 
Carol had been banished to a pro- 
vincijal garrison. ; 

Bratianu rule had been’ ended 
while Caro] was in exile by the rise 
of a powerful peasant party, whose 
leader, Dr. Maniu, used the threat 
of Carol’s return to cow the Bra- 
tianu of the day. Once back in the 
country, however, Carol decided to 
take a hand in the political’ game 
himself. Dr. Maniu. was dismissed. 
Not long after Professor. Yorga, 
Carol's former tutor, and a man of 
tremendous personality who used to 
Jecture the Rumanian Parliament 
like a class of schoolboys, was ap- 
pointed. Prime Minister in Dr. 
Maniu’s place. . ! 

Dr. Maniu’s dismissal was 4 
severe blow to the Rumanian two- 
party “system, which- had~come— as 
near the old English two-party 
system as anything in’ the post-war 
world. It was followed by am active 
and informed intervention in politics 
and administration -which showed 
that Caro] had not spent all his time 
abroad making Jove. Ministers and 
experta. were called upon to provide 
reports on the work of Government 
departments. At Professor I¢rga’s 
suggestion, Carol himself presided 
at Cabinet meetings. 

Last year he intervened personally 
in forelgn affairs by his meetings 
with the Kings of Bulgaria ‘and| . 


Yugoslavia. ‘Within the last few 
months his Government has intro- 
duced a law which will complete the 
agrarian reform begun by the divi- 
sion of the big estates immediately . 
after the War, 

Personal Rule 

Why, in that case, is the present 
agitation against him so strony. that 
reports of it have got past the 
severe censorship in Bucharest? 
The anawer {fa partly in the nature 
of King Carol's rule, partly in world 
economic conditions, partly also 
(but by no means the greatest 
part) ‘in his private life. 

Rule in Rumania has always been 
personal. But the Bratianugs and 
Vaida-Voevods who were the effec- 
tive rulers under King Ferdinand 
had. strong and well organised 
parties to aupport them. Caral has 
had individuals, coalitions and ‘the 
king’s friends.” A country which 
has a party of “king’s friends” has, 
ag a natural corollary, a party of 
king's enemies. In. Rumania they 
have been the parties and politicians 
excluded from office. The spoils of 
office are considerable in a country 
which hae not forgotten a tradition 
of corrupt Turkish rule. 

Disgruntled politicians are match- 
ed by peasants disgruntled for dif- - 
ferent reasons. In the years of 
economic crisis the Rumanian pea- 
sants saw the prices of their pro- 
duce_steadily_falllng___As.__always. 
happens when there are hard times 
in Rumanfa, they have turned to the 
Jews, who are the small financlers 
and tradesmen of Rumania, And 
Jew-hatred, long a familiar feature 
of Rumanian life, has flamed up. 
again, : 

Jew-hatred has fastened natural- 
ly on a king's mistress who had al- 
ready nearly caused a break in the 
succession and who js held responsi- 
ble for hte misfortunes of a princess * 
popular with the Rumanian people. 


The Iron Guard 


It has been fanned by. the agita- 
tfon (miscalled Fascist) of the Iron 
Guard. The Iron Guard was found- 
ed some ten years ayo by Zclea 
Codreanu, a student who shot a Pre- 
fect of Jazsy dead because the Pre- 
fect had repressed anti-Jewish riots. 
Its members wear a swastika on 
their. green-shirts,-and-are-suapected 
ef receiving ‘financial as well as 
moral encouragement from Ger- 
many. But their programme, a 
compound of religious mysticism, 
anti-Jewish sentiment, snd land- 
worship, is nothing like so elaborate 
as the Hitlerite programme; and 
their slogan of “God, King and 
Country” has so far been translated 
only into anti-Jewish rioting and 
political murder. = 

They have strong support not 
only among the peasantry but, as 
was shown by the acquittal of 68
